PARTS, ACCESSORY 
BUSINESS RUNS 
AHEAD OF 1926 


‘Slight Decline in .Last 
Few Months Re- 
ported Seasonal 


EW YORK, Dec. 26.— 
The automotive parts 
and accessory business is ap- 
proaching the end of the year 
with a seasonal shrinkage in 
volume, but in a better posi- 
tion than prevailed in the 
final weeks of 1926. 

Reports to the Motor and Ac- 
cessory Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion show that volume has _ been 
declining steadily since September, 
with the low point of the entire 
year reached in November, yet ag- 
gregate business has run above 
last year’s levels. 

November shipments of a large 
number of representative members 
of the association aggregated 102 per 
cent. of January, 1925, as compared 
with only 81 per cent. in November 
last year. The October index was 
125 per cent., a decline from 146 
per cent. in September. 

*aParts and accessory manufae- 
turers supplying original equip- 
ment to motor vehicle makers had 
aggregate shipments in November 
99 per cent. of the January, 1925, 
level, as compared wifh 79 per 
cent. last November and 124 per 
cent. in October this year. Orig- 
inal equipment business has de- 
clined in the final quarter this

INDIA TIRE CO. FORMS 
SUBSIDIARY IN ENGLAND 
WITH £150,000 CAPITAL 


London, Dec. 26.—The ~ India 
Tire and Rubber Company has 
formed a subsidiary in Great Brit- 
ain with a capital of £150,000, to 
manufacture and sell tires in the 
British Empire (Canada excepted) 
under license from the American 
company. 

In return for granting of license 
the American company has the right 
to subscribe at’ par for 40,000 £1 de- 
ferred shares and to purchase at par 
a further 147,500 £1 deferred shares 
in. the new company. 

The new company is buying over 
sixty-five acres for a factory site 
in Scotland. Cost of the plant, in- 
cluding installation, will be about 
$175,500, with preliminary expense 
estimated at $77,920. The factory is 
expected to begin cperating early 
in 1928.

EW YORK, Dec. 26.—The sensational advance of E. I. 
du Pont de Nemours & Co common stock this year 
practically has placed the corporation in the billion-dollar 


class. 

The 2,661,658 shares of common 
stock have advanced from a low of 
168 to a high of 343%, and at the 
current level around 320 have a 
total market value of $851,730,000. 
The 799,189 shares of debenture 
stock have a current market value 
of $93,505,000, giving the company 
ar aggregate market valuation . of 
$945,235,000. 

It is estimated that du Pont in 
the current year will report earn- 
ings approaching $45,000,000, after 
all charges and taxes. This would 
compare with net profits of $41,- 
969,574 in 1926, and with $24,033,- 
957 im 1925. Net of $45,000,000 for 
1927 would be equal, after divi- 
dends on the debenture stock, to 
about $15 a share on the common, 
against $13.98 in 1926 and $7.49 in 
1925. 

These earnings, however, do not 
tell the whole story, as the com-

Philadelphia Car 
Sales in November 
Total 1,841 Units

HILADELPHIA, Dec. 26.—New 
car sales in Philadelphia are 
somewhat less active than they 
were one year ago and no sub- 
stantial increase in volume is ex- 
pected, on the whole, until auto- 
mobile show time, or the middle 
of January. Only 1,841 cars were 
sold in Philadelphia county during 
the month of November and only 

32,445 from January 1, to Novem- 

ber 30, as against 36,952 for the 

corresponding period of 1926, or 

a decrease of 4,517 cars. 

The four leading makes of auto- 
mobiles which sold best in Novem- 
ber, 1927, are as follows, with the 
number sold: Chevrolet, 479; Buick, 
172: Chrysler, 131, and Nash, 128. 

Most of the Ford dealers report 
having at least one model to show, 
while some have two of the new 
line. It is expected that there will 
be a distribution of one demonstra- 
tor car to each dealer here within 
a few days. Orders continue to be 
placed with Ford dealers for the 
new models at a lively rate. 

The uséd car situation remains 
decidedly slow and most new car 
dealers claim to have few on hand 
to dispose of.

In other words, the industry has within a ten- 
year period just about doubled the average length of 
service that the owner can expect to get from his new 
car. Certainly there is some altruism in any industry 
that deliberately spends its time and money in en- 
deavoring to cut dcwn the number of its replacement 
sales. - Obviously if the industry had not experiment- 
ed and studied to make its products more durable, its 
replacement market would be far greater today than 
it actually is. 

The same condition holds true in the tire industry. In 
the beginning a car owner was delighted if he got 2,000 
miles from a tire. Year by year the rubber manufacturers 
studied, experimented and labored to improve their product. 
How well they succeeded is shown by the fact that a car 
owner today expects to get 10,000 to 15,000 miles of travel 
from a standard casing. It is a fact that at one time the 
tire manufacturers had improved their product so materially 
that their .replacement market suffered a sharp drop. It 
had temporarily “improved itself” out of a job. 

At a superficial glance it would seem to be scant 
wisdom for an industry to devote so much time and 
money to improving its products when every im- 
provement cuts down the replacement sales. In real- 
ity the improvement of the product has made the 
present tremendous market possible. By increasing 
the life of the product the automotive industry has 
made it possible for many classes of American citizens 
to own and operate cars which could not afford to do 
so if the life of cars, tires, etc., were as short as they 
once were. By constant improvement our industry has 
made possible the motorized nation that is America 
today, as its ultimate goal should wisely be universal 
motor transportation on the cheapest possible basis 
due to the essential economy of a perfected product.

Proves Boon to

requiring approved meters on all 
grease machines has _ brought 
about a greatly increased demand 
for meters manufactured 


by the Wilhite Machine Works, 
Inc., according to 8S. C. Wilhite, 
president. 

Prior to the passage of the new 
law motorists were unable to tell 





whether or not their cars were get- 
ting a full measure of grease.. Be-

Now motorists can 
protect themselves by watching the 
meter on the grease gun as it is 
applied to their cars. 

The grease meter manufactured 
by the Wilhite Machine Works, Inc., 
one of the few to pass the state 
tests, is known as the Greaso- 
meter, and is the invention of E. M. 
Welsh, a consulting engineer for the 
company. The meter is accurate to 
the point of one-quarter of an 
ounce minus or one-half an ounce 
plus per gallon of grease as required 
of all grease meters, according to 
the state laws.
